This exMbltion is a tribute to ths dlscxiainating taste of a 
group of colloetoxa of laodarn art in this cosaatmity* In other sroas, 
like Clovoland, it has sosetiaaa happoned that the collecting of 
contampoxaxy art (ox any art) is doii&lnatod by one ox taro maiox private 
colleetioRs# While such collections surely glv« satisfaction to tholr 
owners and certaliiiy lend prestige to tl» toiamtnlfcy, too often thay 
tend to discourage i^re nodest collections. 

In Cleveland, collecting in the taodern field has gone foreword on 
a wide front and at a relatively unlforia pace* This development 
provides the conditions necessary for the broad communal Interest 
essential for an intelligent prograa of eshibits, lectures, aiKi tours 
as «?oll as collecting in this field* 

Soi&e of the collections represented here are specialired in oi^ 
kind of art, or one period, or in tht* art of one country or schooli 
others are store catholic* Some are very select but limited in site, 
ottiEsrs are much ia.rger» Some have been in existence fox many y®ars| 

Others have be^^n started only recently* But none have been motivated 
entirely by tte desire for prestige or for {jurposes of investmnt* 
naturally these are considerations which enter into any purchase of art - 
snd they are not matters for shs)^* But the determinitig factor has been — 
as it should be - taste* 



Of course, ©Istakes have boon m&d&. They have bean aade by every 

person and every institution that has ever been involved In the 

dangerous but rm&Tditig business of collecting art. But taste -develops 

partly as the result os Etlstakes, The serious collector must have tNt 

integrity and fortitude necessary to r-aeognlxe his mist&kes and remm
